Mr. Lioyd George said every responsible labour mem- 
ber knew the Goveroment had been striving strenuously, 
and consistently for peace. .He boped sa9n to be able to 
publish the Government's despatches to Poland. They would 
show that Britain deprecated the Polish invasion and solemnly 
warned the Poles that if invasion was undertaken they could not count 
upon the support of British opinion. The Government hereanent 
used the same language a3 it was using to-day. It nad not deviated 
a hair’s breadth from its policy throughout and he was of opinion that 
Poland to-day regretted not taking British advice. Conclading Mr. 
Lloyd George emphasised the need of preserving the unity of the 
nation ‘a3 it was preserved ip the face of a greater danger, but 
resolutions like that of the Council of Action on Friday last did not 
help the cause of peace. oe 

As regards the righ problem the Premier reiterated that, subject 
to the {allowing conditions, the Government was prepared to discuss

It now transpires that the 
fighting in eastern Kwaogtung,

those of the Canton Government. 
Jr. appears that Shom Chun- 
hsuan and Lok Wing-ting, with 
the intention of absorbing Fukien 
into the Two Kwangs, ordered 
Chan to attack Foocbow and to 
load the vangoard of the Canton 
troops on this expedition. Bat 
Chan, either for strategic pur- 
poses of bis own, oF, for 
some other unknown reasod, 
ignored the order 2nd mado a 
proposal to Li Hau-chi, tha 
Tucbun of Foochow, including & 
protoise that Changchow should 
be returned tohim. In consequ- 
ence of this development, the 
Canton Military Government 
ordered the Ewangsi troops to 
attack Chan, aod thus severe 
fighting bas occurred. oo 
Information from Swatow 
states that the Pakien trooos 
bave joined Chan and that they 
proceeded to attack in the Wo 
Ping district on the 16th instant, 
whilst Chan's forces simul- 
taneously attcked a place called 
Tai Po, the Canton troops being 
defeated in both places snd Ister 
retiring to Chui On. . 
Adiirel Lam Po-yik, who is, 
under orders to attack Swataw 
with bis squadron, has refrained 
from obeying instructions, on the 
advice of the Consular Body and 
Commercial Bureav. . 
‘At present the districts of Poi 
Ping, Tai, Po, Hung Long. ead 
Ko Po are in the bands of Chan's 
forces and the” Fukien troops, 
together with a. big quantity of 
ammunition and many prisoners.
